Rheumatism. 

all  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to,  none  is  more  familiar  to  the 
public,  as  well  as  to  medical  men,  than  Rheumatism ; 
consequently,  the  unprofessional  man  would  think  none 
more  simple  and  intelligible.  He  is  apt  to  say,  “  Oh,  everybody 
knows  what  Rheumatism  is!”  Yet  what  is  Rheumatism  ?  Is  it 
a  local  or  constitutional  affection  ?  Is  it  inflammatory  or  nervous, 
a  disease  of  the  muscles  or  arteries,  or  the  ligaments,  or  the  bones  ? 
In  what  manner  does  it  transfer  itself  suddenly  and  violently,  without 
apparent  cause,  from  one  extremity  to  another,  attacking  a  sound 
part  at  a  distance  from  that  first  affected,  leaving  the  latter — as  well 
as  the  intervening  parts — free  from  disease  ? 

Such  are  the  problems  that  for  long  have  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  medical  world,  and  seem  as  yet  to  remain  by  them  unsolved. 
More  discussions  have  taken  place,  more  conjectures  have  been  put 
forward  regarding  Rheumatism,  its  cause  and  cure,  than  perhaps 
any  other  malady,  and  the  medical  faculty  seem  to  be  as  much 
divided,  as  much  in  the  dark,  as  ever. 

This  state  of  doubt  and  division  of  opinion  is  the  more  to  be 
deplored  when  we  consider  how  widespread  is  the  disease,  what 
intense  pain  the  patient  suffers,  and  the  extreme  danger  incurred 
from  its  intimate  connection  with  disease  of  the  heart. 

Again,  being  at  fault  as  to  the  origin  and  nature  of  the  disease- 
naturally  medical  men  differ  as  to  the  curative  or  alleviatory 
measures  which  should  be  employed,  and  thus  a  terribly  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  affairs  exists.  One  celebrated  physician,  writing  on 
Rheumatism,  heads  a  chapter  on  this  branch  of  the  subject  by 
a  Latin  quotation  : — 

“ Frustra  fatigamus  remediis  aegros.” 

Thus,  with  rare  candour,  admitting  the  fact  that  : — 

“  In  vain  we  harass  the  sick  with  remedies.” 
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Seldom  do  we  find  such  an  admission  of  inability  to  cope  with 
a  disorder  made  by  a  member  of  the  profession  ;  and  this,  coming 
from  such  a  source,  speaks  volumes  regarding  the  obstinacy  of  the 
disease. 

We  do  not,  however,  need  such  evidence,  trustworthy  as  it  is. 
Do  we  not  have  daily  before  us  instances  of  the  inveteracy  of  the 
complaint  in  the  numbers  of  non-despairing,  persevering  patients  who 
have  bravely  tried  every  known  method  of  cure,  have  well-nigh 
experienced  the  effect  of  every  drug  in  the  pharmacy,  and  are  still 
in  the  same  suffering  condition  ?  Dosed  with  nauseous  drugs, 
harassed  by  specified  diets  or  rules  of  living,  nay,  even  tortured  by 
painful  operations,  such  martyrs  have  been  fain  to  cry  out  in  face 
of  the  dangerous  nature  of  the  disease,  in  spite  of  the  agony  of  its 
racking  pains— “  Let  it  go  !  I  can  suffer  this  one  evil  !  your  remedies 
are  worse  than  the  disease. 

Thus  do  we  find  Rheumatism  ever  mysterious,  ever 
evasive — baffling  to  doctors  and  patients  alike. 

But  what  will  not  human  ingenuity  effect  ?  What  secret  of 
Nature  so  recondite  that  it  cannot  be  discovered  by  dint  of  patient 
and  intelligent  research  ?  Truly,  in  the  present  age  we  may  say 
that  Nature  has  surrendered  the  majority  of  her  wondrous  secrets, 
long  hidden  through  the  ages,  but  in  this  particular  instance  claim 
can  be  made  that  yet  another  has  been  added  to  those  already 
brought  to  light. 

Following,  I  beg  to  give  my  theory  regarding  Rheumatism, 
and  as  extended  an  explanation  as  the  space  will  admit,  of  what  it 
really  is,  the  cause  of  the  pain  attending  it,  and  how  sufferers  can 
obtain  relief. 

WHAT  RHEUMATISM  REALLY  IS.

Without  doing  much  damage,  but  as  soon  as  the  blood  has  taken 
on  more  than  it  can  carry,  the  mischief  begins. 

There  is,  in  such  cases,  first,  the  acid  -in  the  system  ;  then  by 
its  mixture  with  the  blood,  an  altered,  sluggish,  imperfect  and  irregu¬ 
lar  circulation.  This,  in  its  completeness,  is  Rheumatism.  It 
may  be  called  by  various  names,  but  in  all  forms  it  is  Acidity  of 
the  Blood. 

THE  CAUSE  OF  THE  PAIN. 

In  cases  where  acid  remains  in  the  system,  there  is  no  limit  to

impoverishes  it.  This  is  but  the  least  part  of  the  evil.  From 

various  causes,  such  as  a  cold  or  chill,  exposure  to  draughts,  sudden 
changes  of  temperature,  &c.,  the  acid  will  crystallize,  forming  into 
crystals  too  small  to  be  seen  with  the  naked  eye,  but  under  the 
microscope  presenting  all  the  appearance  of  pulverised  glass, 
having  all  its  sharp  points  and  edges.  We  know  that  there  are 
millions  of  nerves  in  the  human  body — we  therefore  can  form  some 
idea  of  how  terrible  must  be  the  torture  produced  by  such  irritating 
particles. 

This  in  its  entirety  is  Rheumatism,  but  it  is  known  by 

different  names.  If  these  crystals  lodge  in  the  muscles,  causing  pain 
with  their  every  movement,  it  is  muscular  Rheumatism;  if 
they  lodge  in  that  network  of  nerves  in  the  small  of  the  back  where 
the  nerves  from  the  lower  extremities  join  the  spine,  it  is  known  as 
Lumbago  ;  if  in  the  hips  or  along  the  Sciatic  nerve,  Sciatica;  &c., 
&c.  Under  whatever  name,  or  wherever  located,  it  is  one  thing — 
Acid  Crystals.

crystals,  stop  the  pain,  and  give  tone  to  the  entire  system.  By 
its  quickening  the  circulation,  the  blood  is  enabled  to  throw  off 
impurities.  Thus  we  have  Electricity  in  its  most  effective  form,  and 
thus  is  Rheumatism  cured. 

Kimballs  ANTI-RHEUMATIC  RING  is  not  charged  with 
Electricity  ;  nor  does  it  contain  any  of  the  metals  that  enter  into  the 
construction  of  the  many  so-called  electric  belts,  pads,  insoles,  &c.  It 
loses  nothing  by  use.  The  metals  of  which  this  Ring  is  composed,  in 
connection  with  the  heat  and  moisture  of  the  finger  on  which  it  is  worn, 
and  the  acid  which  the  Ring  draws  from  the  system  as  long  as  any 
remains,  form  a  combination  which  generates  a  mild  current  of 
Electricity. 

Innumerable  cases  have  been  permanently  cured  by  the  Ring 
many  of  them  of  long  standing  and  of  the  most  obstinate  nature  some, 
in  fact,  having  been  pronounced  incurable,  and  abandoned  as  such  by 
the  highest  medical  authority.

The  Ring  can  be  worn  on  any  finger — the  left  hand  for  choice, 
and  it  is  always  advisable  to  wear  it  upon  such  finger  where  a  close  fit 
is  obtainable — generally  the  little  finger,  so  that  the  metals  which  enter 
into  its  construction  may  be  in  close  contadt  with  the  flesh  ;  care,  of 
course,  being  always  necessary  to  see  that  the  Ring  does  not  fit  so 
tightly  as  to  stop  circulation.  It  makes  no  difference  in  what  part  of 
the  body  the  trouble  is  located. 

It  must  be  removed  from  the  finger  every  day  and  cleaned  on  the 
inside.  If  it  is  allowed  to  corrode,  even  a  little,  its  action  stops.  When 
the  corrosion  occurs,  a  small  piece  of  very  fine  emery  cloth  should  be 
used  to  clean  the  inside  surface  of  the  Ring,  or,  failing  emery,  it  can  be 
scraped  with  a  penknife.  The  brighter  the  inside  is  kept,  the  more 
good  it  will  do. 

Water,  or  washing  the  hands  with  the  Ring  on,  will  not  affect  it, 
nor  will  its  action  be  interfered  with  by  other  rings  worn  on  the  same 
finger.  At  the  same  time,  it  will  in  no  way  injure  other  rings  or 
precious  stones. 

It  will  discolour  the  finger  (under  the  Ring)  only  as  long  as  there 
is  acid  remaining  in  the  system.  It  should  be  worn  constantly  day  and 
night  until  relief  is  experienced,  particular  care  being  taken  to  keep  the 
Ring  bright  inside,  as  above  instructed.  Even  after  the  pain  has 
disappeared  the  Ring  should  be  worn  constantly  to  prevent  a  return  of 
the  disease.

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HOW  TO  ORDER.

When  ordering  KIMBALL’S 
ANTI  -  RHEUMATIC  RING 

by  post,  either  of  the  following 
methods  will  ensure  a  good  fit  ’• — 

Take  a  ring  of  any  kind  that  fits 
the  finger,  place  it  over  the  circle  in 
this  scale,  of  the  same  size,  so  that  the 
line  can  just  be  seen  on  the  inside  of 
the  ring,  and  order  by  number. 

Or,  send  with  the  order  a  strip  of 
paper,  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch  in 
width,  and  just  long  enough  to  go 
round  the  finger,  over  the  joint, 
and  meet. 

A  sure  way  is  to  go  to  a  jeweller 
and  have  him  measure  the  finger.  In 
all  such  cases  mention  should  be 
made  that  the  size  ordered  is  by 
’'Jeweller’s  Measure. 

If  by  any  mistake  the  Ring 
does  not  fit  property,  it  should 
be  returned,  with  instructions, 
and  the  right  size  will  be  sent 
by  return  post. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE. —  In  all 
cases  when  returning  Rings  to  be 
exchanged,  the  Name  of  the  Sender 
should  be  placed  in  or  on  the  package, 
to  prevent  mistakes.  Also,  Stamps 
should  be  sent  for  return 
postage.
